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Sanitary  Inspection 

Owing  to  extraneous  duties,  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  still  find  it 
impossible  to  carry  out  routine  inspections,  the  continued  restriction 
on  travelling,  together  with  difficulty  in  obtaining  the  necessary 
materials,  limit  action  to  urgent  cases  only. 

Housing 

Although  a  few  houses  are  being  built  for  agricultural  workers 
one  can  only  regard  the  housing  position  as  an  ever  increasing  post 
war  problem.  In  the  urban  areas,  the  war  time  influx  of  population 
results  in  increased  wear  and  tear  in  houses  not  receiving  the  necessary 
maintenance  and  while  this  aspect  may  not  be  so  acute  in  rural  areas 
the  absence  of  skilled  labour  is  having  a  marked  effect.  The  need  for 
all  authorities  to  consider  immediately  their  post  war  housing  pro¬ 
gramme  is  apparent. 

Rural  Water  Supplies 

The  supplies  in  the  larger  urban  areas  have  been  adequate  during 
the  year  as  have  also  those  areas  served  by  the  schemes  of  1935 — 37. 
Individual  farms  have  benefited  by  the  grant  scheme  of  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  but  many  rural  localities  are  without  a  satisfactory 
supply.  In  some  of  these  districts  considerable  relief  would  be 
attained  if  the  supplies  provided  for  the  forces  were  made  available 
to  the  public. 

Scavenging 

Only  those  authorities  employing  direct  labour  have  been  able  to 
maintain  a  good  standard  of  collection.  More  remunerative  contract 
work  and  shortage  of  labour  has  drastically  reduced  the  frequency  and 
efficiency  in  many  districts. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

It  is  still  virtually  impossible  to  obtain  approval  for  new  works  or 
large  scale  extensions  but  the  well-designed  plants  have  stood  up  well 
to  capacity  loads  and  skeleton  maintenance.  Some  of  the  old  plants 
have  not  done  so  well,  the  effluents  being  much  below  standard,  and 
when  new  and  efficient  schemes  are  contemplated,  redundant  service 
installations  might  well  be  considered. 

Milk  (Special  Designation)  Order,  1936 

There  were  14  T.T.  and  177  Accredited  licences  issued  during 
1943  and  of  these  one  Accredited  was  revoked  and  two  surrendered 
the  licence.  Of  the  551  samples  taken  8  T.T.  and  223  Accredited 
were  unsatisfactory  while  of  22  subjected  to  biological  examination  none 
proved  positive.  The  standard  of  cleanliness  in  both  Accredited  and 
ordinary  herds  showed  a  decline  when  compared  with  previous  years. 
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Food  and  Drugs  Act 

In  the  year  under  review  719  samples  were  submitted  to  the 
Public  Analyst  for  examination.  Of  the  number  examined  32  or  4.4 
per  cent  were  found  to  be  adulterated.

The  above  table  shows  the  incidence  of  the  notifiable  infectious 
diseases  in  the  County.  The  number  notified  was  5,849  as  against 
2,936  in  the  preceding  year.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  notified 
cases  as  compared  with  last  year  is  largely  due  to  the  increase  in  the 
number  of  cases  of  measles.  Notified  cases  of  this  disease  numbered 
3,344  as  compared  with  954  in  1942.

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Isolation  Hospital  Accommodation 

The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the  provision  of  Isolation 
Hospital  Accommodation  for  an  area  in  the  north  of  the  County 
embracing  the  Borough  of  Scunthorpe,  the  Urban  Districts  of  Barton- 
on-Humber  and  Brigg,  and  the  Isle  of  Axholme  and  Glanford  Brigg 
rural  districts.  Most  of  the  cases  requiring  isolation  go  to  the  Council’s 
Hospital  at  Brumby  where  an  additional  18  beds  have  been  provided 
to  meet  the  increased  demand.  When  beds  are  not  available  in  the 
Brumby  Hospital  cases  are  admitted  to  neighbouring  Isolation  Hospitals 
where  beds  can  be  obtained.

Venereal  Diseases 

In  addition  to  those  already  in  operation  in  the  County,  Clinics  for 
the  treatment  of  venereal  diseases  have  been  opened  during  the  year  at 
Barton-on-Humber,  Louth  and  Skegness  and  are  being  well  attended. 
New  cases,  attending  for  treatment  during  the  year  including  Lindsey 
patients  who  attended  clinics  outside  the  administrative  County, 
numbered  230,  seventy-four  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  syphilis 
and  156  from  gonorrhoea.  The  corresponding  figures  for  the  previous 
year  were  syphilis  59  and  gonorrhoea  92.  The  Pathological  Speci¬ 
mens  submitted  in  connection  with  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of 
venereal  diseases  have  shown  a  marked  increase.  Altogether  6177, 
specimens  were  examined  as  compared  with  4,720  in  1942.  Of  the 
total  examined  3,135  were  from  treatment  centres,  2,236  from  hospitals 
in  the  county  and  806  from  private  practitioners. 

Defence  Regulations — Regulation  33B 

binder  this  regulation  the  medical  officer  of  Health  can  require  a 
person  who  has  been  indicated  as  a  source  of  infection  by  at  least  two 
separate  patients  under  treatment  for  venereal  disease,  to  undergo 
examination  and  if  necessary  treatment.  During  the  year  two  notices 
were  received  in  respect  of  each  of  three  patients,  all  of  whom  attended 
the  treatment  centre  on  being  required  to  do  so. 
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In  addition  to  the  above,  single  notices  were  received  in  respect  of 
22  persons  and  although  there  was  no  obligation  on  these  to  attend  for 
examination  and  treatment.  16  of  them  did  so  voluntarily  on  being 
approached  unofficially. 

The  result  is  that  altogether  19  patients  attended  for  examination 
and  treatment  who  but  for  the  provision  of  this  regulation  might  not 
have  done  so. 

Health  Education 

Arrangements  were  made  for  the  Central  Council  of  Health 
Education  to  organise  public  lectures  &c.  on  the  subject  of  venereal 
disease  and  sex  problems  in  Scunthorpe,  Cleethorpes,  Louth,  Skegness 
and  Barton-on-Humber.  A  start  was  made  in  October  and  November 
at  Barton-on-Humber  and  Scunthorpe.  With  the  co-operation  of  the 
management  talks  were  given  to  employees  at  six  of  the  industrial 
concerns  in  Scunthorpe  and  three  at  Barton.  Films  were  also  shown 
and  pamphlets  distributed.  A  similar  programme  is  being  arranged  to 
take  place  at  Cleethorpes  and  Skegness  early  in  1944.

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Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Midwifery 


The  number  of  midwives  practising  in  the  Administrative  Countv 
at  the  end  of  the  year  was  170,  119  as  district  midwives  and  51  in 
institutions.  Of  those  doing  domicilary  midwifery  95  were  employed 
under  arrangements  with  the  County  Nursing  Association.  Two  were 
employed  direct  by  the  County  Council.  The  remainder  were  in 
private  practice.  Thirty-seven  of  those  working  in  institutions  were 
the  direct  employees  of  the  County  Council.  Before  the  war  there 
were  140  domicilary  midwives  practising  in  the  County.  The  reduc¬ 
tion  is  therefore  considerable.  It  has  been  found  necessary  to  amal¬ 
gamate  4  of  the  domicilary  midwives  districts.  Changes  have  been 
frequent  during  the  year  and  the  greatest  difficulty  has  been  experienced 
in  finding  reliefs.  Districts  at  different  times  and  for  varying  periods 
have  been  without  the  services  of  a  midwife. 


During  1943  the  district  midwives  attended  3,129  cases  as  com¬ 
pared  with  2,880  in  the  preceding  year. 


Ante-Natal  Care 


Expectant  mothers  attending  ante-natal  clinics  for  examination 
numbered  3,598  as  against  3,306  in  1942.  In  addition  36  patients 
were  examined  in  their  own  homes  by  private  medical  practitioners  on 
behalf  of  the  County  Council. 


Maternity  Homes 


The  County  Council  has  provided  in  their  maternity  homes  and 
other  institutions  70  beds  for  maternity  cases.  This  number  is  in¬ 
adequate  to  meet  the  present  demand  and  steps  have  been  taken  to 
increase  the  beds  at  the  Scunthorpe  Maternity  Elome  by  16  and  at 
the  Cleethorpes  home  by  11.  It  is  anticipated  that  these  additional 
beds  will  be  available  in  1944.  They  should  enable  between  500  and 
600  additional  cases  to  be  dealt  with  annually.

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  decided  to  employ 
a  number  of  whole  time  “home  helps”  who  would  be  available  to 
assist  with  the  domestic  work  of  the  home  during  the  lying-in  period 
but  so  far  it  has  not  been  found  possible  to  find  suitable  persons 
willing  to  undertake  these  duties. 
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Infant  Welfare

There  has  been  no  material  change  in  the  arrangements  provided 
by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  for  the  care  and 
supervision  of  children  under  5  years  of  age.  The  total  attendances 
at  the  welfare  centres  numbered  52,052  of  which  35,981  were  made  by 
infants  under  the  age  of  one  year.  The  number  attending  for  the 
first  time  during  1943  was  2,930  of  which  2,523  were  under  one  year 
of  age. 


The  health  visitors  made  31,630  visits  to  the  homes  of  infants 
under  a  year  and  29,246  to  those  over  that  age. 


They  also  continued  to  act  as  Infant  Life  Protection  Visitors  under 
the  Public  Health  Act  1936  and  in  this  connection  354  visits  in  respect 
of  55  children  were  made  during  the  year.
